STATE SOCIALISM. 


(Chainber of Commerer Journal.) 


Communities, like. individuals, are anb- 
ject td contagion, sometimes’ more or less 
hystorical, ‘Tho: leading populations of 
‘Europe havo, of late yeurs, beon dovelup- 
ing- sovialiatic tendencies, and there are 
signs, visible to alleyes, that Governments, 
under the pressure of extendod suffrage, 
ara not disinclined, or find the nselves corn- 
pelled, to adopt measures in . the ireétion 
termed Stato Socialism. 

‘As the old, and to our mind healthy and 
sound, theory of Government, which allied 
ropresentation and taxation in a natural 
connection, is in dangor of being subverted, - 
it may not be undosirable for business mon 
to oxamine what the consequences of Stato 
Socialism aro likely to be. . 

Business, whether industrial or ayricul- 
tiral, necessitating, 28 it does, tho em- 
ployment of capital, demands as its first 
condition of investment, the existence of 
social order and security, Socialiam, .on 
the other hand, whilst recognising the 
necessity and utility of capital for produc. 
tive purposes, appears to wim: nt obtaining 
ponsession of #0 necessary a motive: powor 
as capital, by subverting tho slow. and 
laborious process of accumulation by 


resent’ self-denial, in favour of legal 
as sscssion of the present owners, 
and tho redistribution ~~ oF joxisting 
alth-amonget—all-members-“of— -sociot; 
The modorn eocialiam of Lasalle and of 
Karl Marx further geeks to doprecato tha 
value attached to capital as a result of the 
+ experience gained by the generations which 
have followed one another on this planet 
up to tho close of the nineteei 7 
by attaching » new aud much incrvased 
value to lebour. Capital is admittedly 
‘Valucloss without “labour “in—one ~shapo-on 
another, ‘Laasalle bases his new social reli- 
ion on this economical fast, and, discardin, 
in favour of labour the other preut econo- 
mio principle of the rolation between supply 
and demand os establishing value, aflirms 
that labour is underpaid, and that its real 
remuneration should rank equally with that 
of capital, Somerlater disciples of sucialis- 
tic theories appear to go.further even thon 
thia, and seek, on the Pa of its necessity, 
to equalise the value of oll Latour, whether 
mental or of the body, skilled or unskilled. 
Mr Karl Pearson, M.A. of Cambridgo, 
advocates in a pamphlet issued to the work- 
ing classes at tho late general elections, that 
gs the labour of the crossing sweeper aN of 
the Lord Ohancollor are equally tiacessary to 
Bocioty, because somebody must porform 
those ‘labours: and. allor any others, that. 
all labour: is of equal social value, and 
should be xemunerated on one and the 
same basis; Mr Pearson thus brings the 
theories of Lassalle and of Marx to their 
reductio ad absurdum. :
